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INTERESTING ITEMS 


First let us say that this summer we can sym- 
pathize with those in the East. We are hav- 
ing an unusually warm spell and it makes us 
recall the heat of the East in the summer time. 
We were just making up our minds that a great 
many of our Eastern Lodges would close for 
the summer months when we received some 
letters indicating that no such thing was con- 
templated because of the interest in the work. 
This is encouraging news of course. 


Speaking of the interest in our work we have 
received more letters of praise and enthusiasm 
regarding the work and teachings from mem- 
bers in the 9th degree in various Lodges than 
we have received from any other degree here- 
tofore—in one city only does it appear that 
there are some two or three members who think 
that the ninth degree work is of little interest 
in their present progress and we find that these 
members have not gone far into the ninth de- 
gree and are basing their opinion upon some 
hearsay evidence purporting to come from 
some members in an eastern city. The ninth 
degree is moving very slowly because of elim- 
inations that seem to be inevitable, even in this 
high degree, and we fear that those who listen 
to the discouraging reports from those whose 
purpose it is to discourage others will eliminate 
themselves by the attitude they take. As one 
member who is high!v advanced in academic 
and scientific subjects wrote: “The ninth de- 
gree contains matter and help and revelations 
that are far beyond anything that could be an- 
ticipated by even the most hopeful member of 
our order,” and this member added: “In sev- 
eral months | have learned more on the subject 
of anthropology than | learned in a three-year 
college course." Two words are given all 
ninth degree members as guides to their con- 
duct. We think that a third word should be 
added—patience. 


We have several important news items to 
report this month and we will begin with the 
interesting news of a wedding ceremony con- 
ducted in the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts on 
Wednesday evening. June Ist. On this occa-

WHAT ONE THINKS OF US 


Have you ever read anywhere in the Bible 
something about not judging others oi passing 
judgment upon other persons? If you have 
you will be interested in a few sentences writ- 
ten by one who occupies a position as an editor 
of a popular occult magazine, where he can 
write with sceming authority on matters that

tacking our organization or similar organiza- 
tions which revel in the bright sunlight of open 
propaganda and fair publicity. 


In a communication which will remain in our 
official files for valuable reference in the near 
future we find our organization and our work 
referred to in such manner as this: 


“Can it be that you take seriously the clap- 
trap, hodge-podze, which our good triend has 
had the sense to cast asele“ lt is a law of 
mental action that attention f:xed in one place 
distracts it from another. Serely my friend, 
this has noi happened te sou? And yet Í see 
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you write of “Rousaecrucianism,”” and the spell- 
ing shows plainly that you must at some time 
or other have been influenced by that accom- 
plished talsifier whose “Pristine Church” pre- 
sents every Sunday the beautiful specta; taf.

“I emphatically do not believe that any very 
large number of persons in any generation are 
prepared to undertake occult investigations, or 
enter upon the arduous path of occult training. 
; From the very nature of the secrets 
of the hidden sciences and from the very 
subtlety and power of the forces at the com- 
mand of the practical,ocqultist—to say nothing 
of other consideratione—what | mean by oc- 
cultism is necessarily exclusive. . . . The 
real secret sciences will be exclusive and re- 
served for the few until the end of time. 

You will rever find, my dear friend, any really 
occult teachings that can be taught to the gen- 
erality of mankind."\.. 


Referring to members

senting the benefits derived from our teachings, 
he makes comparisons between the statements 
ase who are on the inside and know and 
a f who are on the outside and want to pre- 
F ¥éat others from knowing.

Could we expect a more flagrant and 
arbitrary assumption of the right to hold knowl- 
edge as “exclusive” exercised by even the high- 
est power of the hierachies of spiritual-political 
kingdoms on earth?

And the services are 
bringing to Headquarters applicants for regular 
membership to this Church from those who 
have been for years seeking in various 
Churches and elsewhere the help and knowl- 
edge that they have gained in a few Sundays 
at the Pristine Church; and to say that 
those who have been patiently waiting for 
the establishment of this Church are en- 
thusiastic over its success is to make a 
very mild statement.
